Dr. Mays’ commanding 
presence dominated the 
ening. His old school 
pratory is unmatched by 
oday’s banqueteers who 
mpotently attempt. to 
mitate his style, wisdom 
nd grace, but fail as 
imigserably as would 
ruman Capote giving 
macho lessons to ~City 
Councilman Jerry Ham- 
mond. . 

The nationally’ known 
educator talked of the 
great accomplishments of 
youth, black pride--and 
black colleges — the elan 
vital of the evening. 

“Slave owners were right 
to consider it a crime to 
teach slaves to read," he 
said. “If slaves were 
educated they would 
become dissatisfied men 
and women. You create a 
mind and-open up a new 
world. People dream 
dreams, reach for the stars 
and grasp for the moon.” 

This is what happened, 
he reminded the audience, 
when Wilberforce Univer- 
sity was founded in 1856. 

“A great young 
president has been called 
to the position of president 
of the University. The 
chairman,and the trustees 
of Wilberforce had a vision 
and that's why Or. Taylor 
was chosen, called to his 
new assignment.” 

Perhaps in defense of 
youth, or rather in praise of 
youth, and in delivering his 
charge to Wilberforce's 
new president, Dr. Mays 
chanted a litany of people 
“who did noble things, ac- 
complished great things 
while they were young. 

The litany was, in short, 
a briet history of the world. 

“Youth is a time to have 
a_good time, a time of 
frolic and dance, a time to 
romp and play,” he sang, 
“but life is serious 
business.” 

He told the crowd that 
Christ died at the age of 
33, answered His call to 
the ministry at the age of 
30 and “when He was 
twelve He was in the tem- 
ple and told His parents, 
‘Don't you know | have'to 
be about my Father's 
business?’ " 

Dr. Mays reminded his 
listeners that Dickens had 
written ‘Great Expec- 
tations” by the time he was 
25 and Shakespeare 
publishec-ba-¢iays"betore 
the age of 35. 

“Keats, Marlowe, 
Coleridge and Victor 
Hugo,” he told his en- 
thralled audience, “made 
their mark at a very early 
age.”

You 
are judged by your own 
time and not by the time of 
another.” 

Dr. Taylor, a graduate of 
the Ohio State University, 
was vice president for 
operations at the Academy 
for Contemporary 
Problems prior to his 
December appointment -to 
the presidency of Wilber- 
force. He also served as 
executive director of the 
Columbus Area Leadership 
Program and has been 
associated with Southside - 
Settlement House and the 
Columbus Metropolitan 
Area Community Action 
Organization. 

Or. Taylor spoke “of the 
difficult days ahead ... The 
black call for unity in the 
1960's and the whole 
liberal’do your own thing 
to each other, in the 
classrooms, on the streets 
and to little old ladies on 
the corner.

Ave., to unveil the com- 
pleted study of the Mt. Ver- 
non Area Commercial 
District. 

Urban. Collaborative, a 
group of planners and ar- 
chitects commissioned by 
the City's Department of 
Development 10 months 
ago to study the business 
future of the area from 
Hamilton Ave. west to Ohio 
Ave. east, found that the 
main problems confronting 
the area are money, image, 
and traffic circulation. 

The image of the Mt. 
Vernon Commercial 
District is not a positive 
one, noted Ron Dixon, a 
spokesman for Urban 
Collaborative. “When 
people go shopping it is 
supposed to be a 
pleasurable experience.

Andy Young’s Importance 


To The United Nations 


Some folks are still bemoaning An- 
drew Young's acceptance of President 
. Carter's offer to head the U.S. Mission 
to the United States. On the contrary, | 
think we should be applauding Young's 
decision. His appointment opens a new 
vist in black political participation in 
mages: 
concerns being expressed have 
nothing to do with Young's qualifi- 
cations or his past ip efforts. 
Instead they revolve around con- 
jectures as to whether he can continue 
his efforts on behalf of black Americans 
while carrying out the foreign policy 
directives_of the President. and Sec- 
retary of State. 

What Andy Young knows and what 
other ethnic leaders know is that there 
is an inescapable relationship between 
foreign policy and domestic policy. 
What we do and say at home helps to 
determine what we do and say abroad, 
and vice versa. Similarly, overseas 
developments often influence our 
government's behavior toward its own 
osople. 

It le @asy to recall, for example, that it 
was Middle East oil that precipitated an 
energy crisis jn this country or that the 
economics. of most.western nations are 
simultaneously in crisis. Some may not 
recall that it was U.S. embarrassment 

“over housing discrimination against 
African diplomats sent here their 
countries in the 1960s, that accelerated 
the advent of open housing for all 
American citizens. Nor can we afford to 
forget that labor and industry have an 
enormous interest in the expenditure of 
billions of dollars through our foreign 
aid program. Substantively, we know 
that various ethnic groups play a major 
role in shaping our policies toward 
their ancestral countries. 

In international politics, as in national 
politics, the goal is to influence who 
gets (or does not get) what, when and 
how — overseas as well as at home. 
This is why Professor Robert Dahi says 
that “the arena in which foreign policy 
is fought out is noisy with the jangle of 
pressure groups.” What has been miss- 
ing until recent months, is a black 
foreign policy “jangle.” 

Clearly, it is important, from a black 
perspective, to have sensible and sen- 

»gitive persons formulating and carrying 
our foreign policy as well as our 


“domestic policy. Policies in both areas 


impact on our lives everyday, The black 
community can justly boast of many 
domestic policy experts, some of whom 
have been or will be tapped by Presi- 
dent Carter for service. However, in 
terms of training, experience, Interest 
and/or presidential access, we have 
limited available talent to offer for 
foreign affairs leadership roles. Andrew 
Young is one exception, which helps to 
explain why he is at the U.N. rather than 
someplace elise. 


His training and experience have 
given him a special knowledge of and 
sensitivity _toward..people and. their 
needs - at home and abroad - and 
unique qualifications to pursue peace, 
human rights, and self-determination in 
the world. Nor is the new U.N. Am- 
bassador a avenger to the foreign 
policy-domestic policy connection. 
should not forget that he was an ar- 
chitect and planner of the Martin Luther 
King, Jr. strategy to link foreign policy 
with domestic policy by lending his 
talents and prestige, gained in the civil 
rights struggle, to the effort to end the 

nam War. 


No, the problem is not with Andy 
Young's appointment, the problem is 
that our political vision has been too 
narrow. Black Americans, by and large, 
have demonstrated a low level of in- 
terest in ysl policy compared to 
their high level of interest in domestic 
peeeys is has been true despite the 
influence international relations has on 
domestic programs. Today, however, 
thanks to the Congressional Black 


Caucus, scholars and the handful of 
blacks who have had an eppomtanlty to 
Serve in foreign affair posts, there is a 
growing recognition of the need to 
exert influence in the foreign affairs 
arena - in Africa, the Third World, and 
indeed throughout the world. This must 
be the ‘new frontier” of Black 
Americans’ thrust for equal opportunity 
and political empowerment. 


Ambassador bite we is the vanguard 
of this thrust, and is one of the top 
foreign policy makers in this country. 
He needs our support. The time has 
come for us to put as much “jangle” 
into our foreign policy interests as we 
have applied on the domestic front. 


Food For A Sober Thought

the welfare and health of a popular

"Last’-Wed- 
nesday evening, more than 400 men and 
women._paid. a_resounding tribute to 
Davidson and offered him their prayer 
during his rehabilitation at University 
Hospital.

A report on recently published U.S. 
history textbooks one that publishers 
have made orly superificial Improvements 
over older texts. White, male, upperciass 
perspectives still dominate, according to 
the findings of the Council on Interracial 
Books for Children, which were released 
In book form today. The report, called 
Stereo Distortions and Omissions. 
in U.S. History Texthooke, was funded by 
the Carnegie Corporation and was pre- 
pared for the Council by 32 scholars and 
educators. over a three-year period.

DOCTORS USE HUMAN: PROTEIN 
TO TREAT HEPATITIS: 


_, Doctors say they. are- successfully 
using a natural human protein to treat 
longtime carriers of “hepativis - people 
whose disease. until now had no ‘cure. 
The researchers - a team at Stanford 
University - say they may be on the 
brink of a remedy for this form of 
hepatitis, a disease that affects an 
estimated one million people in the 
United States. 


However, they caution that It is too 
soon to tell whether their method will 
work for all patients. Authorities say 
they hope the discovery will help in the 
development of a treatment for other 
diseases spread by viruses, such as the 
common cold, 


The doctors are using interteron, one 
of the body’s natural protections 
against iliness, to wipe out the hepatitis 
virus in patients who ordinarily would 
carry the disease for life. The interferon 
they used was derived from human 
white blood celis.. The precise way in 
which the treatment werks is unknown. 


Although most people recover from 
hepatitis naturally after a few weeks of 
rest, about ten percent continue to 
carry the virus in their blood in- 
Getinitely. These. people can -infect 
otherS wip the disease...While most 
carriers are otherwise healthy, about 
one-third. eventually suffer liver 
damage. 


In this study, doctors were combating 
the hepatitis B. virus, which is spread 
by contaminated blood transfusions 
and dirty hypodermic needles. (NNPA)

“While texts are beginning to insert in- 
formation about a few more famous 
women,” their choices” are” selective: 
Uniformly, they ignore womén like Mar- 
garet Sanger whose struggle to legalize 
birth control was crucial to the lives, 
health and hopes of U.S. women. More im- 
portantly, they fall to disouss the enorm- 
aus differences between the experiences 
of.women and of men that existed in all 
historical periods. This biased, male per- 
spective is also reflected in the incredibly 
meager page-space accorded half the 
population.” 


Another significant flaw, according to 
Moore, is the “patronizing manner in 
which books recognize minority ‘con- 
tributions’ to U.S. society.” He said: "We 
keep reading that ‘The Indians gave us 
corn and tomatoes’ and ‘Black people 
gave us jazz.’ This implies that the only 
values of other cultures lies in what ‘they’ 
contributed to ‘our’ society. And it clearly 
distinguishes between ‘us’ (read white) 
and ‘them’ (read others).”

The Senior Citizens Coalition of Cleveland and a state 

tative who has been their strongest supporter, 

find themselves on opposites sides of two bills under 
consideration in the Ohio isiature.

James concedes that under the proposed repealer, 
certain drugs would be available at a reduced price, but 
he argues that the risk is too great to allow a druggist to 
substitute a cheaper generic drug without needing 
special permission from +the—doctor—who issued the 
prescription. The proposed law would authorize phar- 
macists to ‘make medical decisions when they are not 
trained to do,” James maintains. 

When a physician prescribes a prescription for a 
patient , he takes into consideration of the overall con- 
dition of the person, said James. A druggist would have 
‘no way of knowing whether, the jeneric drug would be 
harmful to a person suffering from diabetes or some 
other disease, James point out. 

Specifically, James fears that Senior Citizens, who live 
on a fixed income, could easily be rooked into falling for 
the medical bargain without the slightest idea that it 
might aggravate— their-physical ailment rather than im- 

it. cally, this is the line of argument he will use 
in testifying against the bills before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Education and Health, and the House Judiciary 
Committee, he said.

it has been six years since Whitney Young's death 


deprived our nation of one of its most creative and 
forceful leaders, and the passing of time has not dim- 
med his stature. Rather, it has enhanced it as we see 
how right he was about America's need to change, 
and how the specific measures he fought for are still 
needed: : : —— 

Most prominent in Whitney Young's unfulfilled 
wer is his con of a Domestic Marshall Pian to 

id the cities. His idea was that a broad coalition 
of the public and private sectors should concentrate 
national resources on inner-city problems worsened 
by racial discrimination. 

He was the first n to put forth the idea, and 
while others have followed — using his phrase and 
concept — the task is still to be done. In fact, the op- 
posite policy was followed — a program of federal and 
private sector disinvestment in urban areas, a massive 
rediining of the nation’s cities. 

The pressing financial needs of older cities are 
bound to get worse unless Congress revises the 1974 
Housing and Community Development Act. Despite 
ité name, the law set up a formula for federal aid to: ur- 
ban areas that means est amounts of money 
will go to the cities that need it most, while small 
towns and suburban communities in relatively good 
financial shape will get more. 

This amounts to a huge transfer of tax funds from 
the cities to their suburbs, precisely reversing the 
priorities rational policy demands. 

But that's not all — not only do the funds move more 
heavily to areas where they aren't needed as much,

A key part of Whitney Young's program was open 
housing. He was one of the key figures in getting a 
federal fair housing law passed, but that law has not 
been enforced. While many suburban communities 
have erected discriminatory barriers in the guise of 
neutral zoning laws — supported by the courts — the 
government has not tried to break the practice 

lawsuits and through aid cutoffs. 

Another important aspect of ‘Young's work was af- 
firmative action — trying to get employers to hire 
black workers at all job Is. Here too, in spite of 
some progress, there's little more than haif- 
hearted results, with government cies them- 
selves numbered among the worst offenders. 

The recession just about halted affirmative action 
programs in their tracks and the continuing glum ae 
picture Stfers little hope for immediate change. But 
this is one issue black people won't let die, and the 
Carter Administration ought to revitalize compliance 
programs and stamp out job discrimination. 

Another major ‘al priority has to be reforming 
the welfare system, preferably along the lines of a 
minimum income guarantee as espoused by Whitney 
Young. He came out for such a step long before it 
was fashionable, and now even conservative 
economists are pag A negative income tax or a 
similar device that would guarantee a basic minimum 
level below which no family would be allowed to fall.

cop versus offender. The 
police officer's complex or 
Cop-versus-crook complex 
or any other moniker 
describing the dedicated 
public defender’s charac- 
ter obsessed the professor 
virtually to the dismay of 
his professional 
colleagues. 

_ Almost: true_to. form the: 
scenes, which showed the 
professor in police line of 
duty, had to do with the 
arrest,of a black man, not 
necessarily naturally in the 
south, for the. same pattern 
is here in Columbus. Ob- 
serve the numerous public 
offenders appearing before 
the first trial judge dailey 
and see how disgracefully 
the black public offenders 
are in the vast majority. 

It is not this general 
tenor of things that is im- 
portant, but what does the 
profession do to the or- 
dinary man?

And, while these 
housing restrictions 
worked to segregate Black 
and other minority families 
from certain areas, high- 
ways were built through 
central cities displacing 
many families that did not 
have their homes replaced 
nor were they relocated 
but left to find shelter that 
was as poor if not worse 
than their previous dwell- 


ings. 

is resulted in a higher 
concentration of minorities 
in certain areas. 

While these highways 
robbed families of their 
homes, it also provided the 
roads to the suburbs for 
that group of people who 
had the financial means as 
well-as requirements which 
met the standards of local 
savings and loans and 
other leading institutions, 
which provided mortgages 
on these new neighbor- 
hoods. 

But now, the study has 
found that the central 
cities are almost deserted 
of whites with the boun- 
dary line between the 
races as being that of the 
city “and suburban city 
lines. 

The feasibility of inte- 
grating the central cities 
and suburbs would not be 
too difficult, because 
“school districts are 
currently organized, the 
administrative framework

1976 was the first full year of operations for 
Battelle Commons Conipany (BCC). This report to the 
community provides background information on the 
compahy. comments on major accomplishments and 
certified financial statements for the fiscal year ended 
October 31, 1976. 


Background 

BCC, which was’incorporated in January, 1974 and 
opened its offices in May, 1975 is a non-profit. com- 
munity urban redevelopment corporation, BCC’s spe- 
cific purpose is to bring about the development of a 
needed community asset: a multi-purpose civic center 
located on the former Union Station site in downtown 
Columbus. 

BCC's initial funding of $36.5 million was provided 
by the Battelle Memorial Institute. While the company 
bears the Battelle name in recognition of this major 
gift, it is a completely independent organization with 
its own board of trustees, officers and staff. 

BCC's objective is to develop the center and to 
turn it over to the city when it has demonstrated its 
operating viability. Additionally, it is intended that all 
income over expenses will be contributed to the 
Columbus Foundation for distribution .to charitable 
organizations. 

Description of Project 

Phase |! of the center, located on the southern half 
of the site, will provide about 90.000 sq. fi..of exh'bit + 
space including a 20,000 sq. ft. ballroom. This two 
acre space is the size of two football fields. 

The proposed exhibit hall of 90-95,000 square feet 
will accommodate 95 percent of the 450 annual ex- 


hibits"currentty being hetd’in the six-state region from=~ 


which the center's business will principally be drawn. 

In addition to ‘the exhibit space, the center will 
feature 25 meeting rooms which will accommodate 
groups ranging from 50 to 3,000. With its combined 
meeting and exhibit space it is anticipated that upon 
completion of the center, ten new major national-or 
international conventions can be attracted each year. 

Exhibit ‘space will. accommodate 9,000 people in 
an auditorium style seating arrangement. The almost 
half-an-acre ballroom will seat 2,000 for dinner, 3,000

Phase 1 also will include from 1,200 to 1,500 park- 


ing spaces. A transportation building is planned to 
house the Central Ohio Transit.Authority administra- 
tive offices and a traffic management center for the 
Ohio Department of Transportation and the City of 
Cotumbus. - 


Phase 2, as presently conceived for the remainder 


of the site, may include office structures, additional 
retail and commercial facilities, and structural. ori- 
ented parking areas and green space conducive to 
residential development. 


Coupled with other private and governmental 


Columbus. the multi-purpose civic center represents 
a massive community redevelopment program for the 
Columbus metropolitan area 

BCC’s development approach to the center repre- 
sents an unusual but effective combination of a sub- 
stantial funding base. public financing on appropriate 
facets, heavy emphasis on, private investments and a 
creative concept of civic planning. 

This requires the involvement of many people and 
organizations with widely varied interests. Accom- 
plishing the myriad interactions among all participants 
in accord with individual and collective common 
good.is a time-consuming. challenging highly people- 
oriented activity not to be consummated at will. 

However,.the successful-conclusion of this activity 
will be’ of persuasive benefit not only to participants 
but, most importantly, to the entire community 
Progress 

During 1976, an agreement was completed between I 
BCC \and the City of Columbus for the lease of cer- fe 
tain property on the site. A sub-lease and agreement 
was signed with a hotel development organization for 
construction of a major hotel, Clearing of the Union 
Station area was begun in preparation for construc- fh. 
tion of Phase 1. 

These major accomplishments are the result of 
many months of dedicated effort on the part of BCC 
City government and other organizations

The accounting policies that affect significant elements of 
Battelle Commons Company for Community Urban Redevelop- 
ment's (Battelle Commons) financial statements are summarized 
below, 


Fund Accounting 

In order to ensure observance of limitations and restrictions 
placed on the use of the resources available to Battelle Com- 
mons, its accounts are maintained in accordance with the prin- 
ciples of “fund accounting.’ This is the procedure by. which 
festricted resources. are classified for accounting and reporting 
Purposes into funds*that. are in accordance with: activities. or 
objectives specified. ‘ 


eS ne: 


attelle Commons has an administrative fund and a construc- 

tion fund. The assets of these tunds are currently pooled to 
Maximize investment opportunities. Income. from the pooled -in- 
vestments is distributed pro rata based upon the average assets 
available to each fund during the period 

The administrative fund assets are available for Battelle Com- 
mons’ administrative and operating purposes. The determination 
as to what constitutes administrative and operating expenses is 
made by the Trustees of Battelle Commons within their reason- 
able discretion. Construction fund assets are to be used only for 
construction costs and expenses related to the tulfiliment of 
Battelie Commons’ agreemént to pian, develop and construct a 
community civic center, 

Also, the Trustees plan to set aside annually in a maintenance 
and replacement fund, cash equal to accumulated depreciation 
computed on replacement cost. 


Income Recognition and Distribution 

The financial statements of Battelle Commons have been pre- 
Pared on the accrual basis 

According to the Company's Articles of Incorporation, dis- 
tributable income, as defined, is payable to the Battelle Fund 


of the Columbus Foundation within 120 days after the fiscal year, 


end. As of October 31, 1976 there had been no distributable 
income.

On April 4, 1975 Battelle Commons entered into an agreement 
with Battelle Memorial Institute (Battelle Memorial) and re- 
ceived a contribution for the planning, development, construc- 
tion, maintenance, management and operation of a community 
civic center, Battelle Memorial's contribution consisted of cash 
and investments with a fair market value at April 4. 1975 totaling 
$37,213,589 

The agreement provides that $2,956,620 of the contributron by 
Battelle Memorial and the income thereon earned after receipt 
by Battelle Commons is available for administrative and operat 
ing purposes. The remainder of the contribution. as well as al! 
income earned from it, ‘is available for construction costs and 
other expenses 

The agreement between Battelle Commons and Battelle Memo 
rial provides, among other things, that before $33 600 000 of the 
principal contribution to the construction fund is spent Battetie 
Commons must (1) obtain a tax exempt status from the Internal 
Revenue Service: (2) enter into a financial agreement with the 
City of Columbus, Ohio for lease or sale of the project site. and 
(3) obtain satisfactory commitments from government agencies 
and private developers to permit construction of the Civic center 
This agreement also provides that Battelle Commons may not 
incur any debt for a term in excess of 60 days and may only 
invest in specific securities
